Hearty Vote of Thanks for 
Its Work. 


For the first time

Against Arbitrary Boards

$20,000 “Big Ben” to 
Be Installed in Tower 
Parliament Building 


OTTAWA, Dee. 21—The 
contract for the big clock and 
chimes to be installed in the 
parliamentary tower is being 
awarded by the government to 
a well-known English firm of 
betl founders and clock mak 
ers, The price to be paid the 
successful tenderers is stated 
to be $20,000 approximately. 

The clock will be of the 
“Big Ben’’ type, and there 
will be a chime of half a dozen 
bells to it. 

Although there has been 
considerable correspondence in 
regard to the estimates of cost, 
varying from $75,000 to 200,- 
000, no decision has yet been 
reached in regard to the pro- 
position of a carillon. 


WEATHER HAS

‘Middle West is Out of the 


Sub-Zero Temperature 0 
Past Week. 


MANY FIRES STARTED 


Four Aged Persons Die in 
Unheated Rooms in City 
of Chicago. 


CHICAGO, Dec. 21—The middle 
west rested a bit easter tonight after 
several days of intense cold. The 
sub-zero wave had passed east ward, 
wire communications were quickly 
being restored and railroad service 
was returning to normal, 

Thermometer readings still hover- 
ed betwen zero and a few degrees 
but the relief from sub-nor- 
mal temperatures was 
enough to make the weather scem 
comparatively mild. A few points 
inthe northwest and north, however, 
epnhtinued to report below zero read- 
ings. Chicago's official temperature 
at 7 p.m. was 13 above. 

Many fires were reported in the 
middle west, mostof them attribut 


able to over-heating. A $600,000 fire 
destroyed several stores in Wort
